Dewey’s Fleet Is Close 
to LaGuayra.

Washington, December 10.—(Special.)— 
The prevailing opinion in Washington is 
that the refusal of President Castro to 
accede to the demands of Great Britain 
and Germany will end in an invasion 
of his country by the forces of: those 
two governments. That means war. The 
action of the combined naval forces in 
seizing the ships of the Venezuela navy 
at La Guayra indicates that the British 
and German governments have no idea 
of submitting to further delay. - 

President Cestro, on the other hand, 
is resorting to the methods of Spanish 
diplomacy to secure delay. y 

War in Venezuela would undoubtedly 
open the way to all sorts of serious pos- 
sibilities. It is possible, for instance, 
that should such a clash come _ the 
United States may find occasion to exer- 
cise its duties under the Monroe doc- 
trine. None of the officials here will dis- 
cuss Such a possibility. 


It is an open secret that their sympa-. 


thies are with the efforts to force Presi- 
dent Castro to pay such just debts as 
he may owe. Secretary Hay does not 
possess a very high opinion of President 
Castro and feels that the Venezuelan 
president has brought the present trou- 
bles on himself. 

The secretary seems confident § that 
Castro will in the end give in and that 
the present clash does not necessarily 
mean war. At the same time, the high 
officials of the state and navy depart- 
ments. realize fully the possibilities that 
might follow the presence in American.

French Capital—Statement 
in House of Commons 
Regarding Trouble. 


Paris, December 10.—Owing to the gravi- 
ty of the situation in Venezuela, the for- 
eign office has directed M. Wiener, 
the newly appointed French minister to 
Venezuela, to .start immediately for 
Caracas, without waiting for the -arrival 
here of the Venezuelan minister, General 
Velutini, as at first intended. The for- 
eign office also has selected Count De 
Rocca as the French representative in 
the arbitration with Venezuela, and has 
ordered him to proceed immediately to 
Caracas with M. Wiener. 

The arbitration covers the losses sus- 
tained by French citizens: whose houses 
were burned and whose plantations were 
destroyed during the revolution. The ses- 
sions of the arbitrators will be held at 
Caracas. The French officials probably 
will depart within two dags. On their 
arrival at Caracas there will be a formal 
resumption of diplomatic relations between 
the two countries. 


No Official News. 

London, December 10.—7 p. m.—In re-

office, a representative of the Associated 
Press was informed that up to 7 o’dlock

The windows were 
shattered with stones and attempts were 
made to force the doors, but the latter 
resisted these efforts, and Mme. Von 
Pilgrim-Baltazzi, the wife of the Ger-’ 
man charge d'affaires, who has been ill 
in bed for the past two months, and 
therefore could not leave Caracas with

New Orleans, December 10.—President 
Holton presided at the second day's ses- 
sion of the AmericalT Public Health As- 
sociation. 

A resolution was adopted adding Cuba 
to the list of countries to be represented 
in the association and asking the presi- 
dent of that republic to appoint delegates. 

Anothér resolution was adopted in- 
structing tae executive committee to take 
steps to secure uniformity in the record- 
ing of the causes of death in all the coun- 
tries represented in the a ociation. 
Chairman Wingate, of Milwaukee, sub- 
mitted a report on the efforts to secure 
the creation by congress of a national de- 
partment of health with a medical secre- 
tary in tae cabinet of the president as its 
head, which failed because the cabinet 
was considered to be already too large 
and of the final compromise upon the 
Spooner bill as it was finally passed. in 
its present shape it is acceptable in that 
it recognized the right of the state and 
territoria] boards of healtn to a voice in 
the adoption and execution of rules and 
regulations affecting their respective lo- 
calities. The report said: 

“4 broad and liberal policy, free from 
arbitrary rule and cooperate with state 
health authorities on the part of the sur- 
geon general, wif undoubtedly prove ad- 
vantageous and strengthening to the vari- 


gus state and territorial boards of nealth. 


It is hoped that this measure provides a 
foundation upon which may be built up 
a nationa|] health service such as the in- 
telligence of the people and the age in 
whica we are living demand.”’

Without any trimmings, with a total ab- 
sence of anything like a grand stand 
play, with a pleasantness and an unique- 
ness belonging to. Macon alone,.the board 
of aldermen for 188 organized tonight by 
electing Hon. W. W. Williams, the junior 
member from the fourth ward, mayor 
pro tem. 

The council chamber was well filled 
when Mayor Smith's gavel dropped upon 
the desk behind which he'has_ rested 
easily to himself and satisfactorily to 
the people of Macon so many years. 
Each member of the body so soon to 
dissolve was in his chair, while the four 
citizens who were quitkly to. become law 
makers were occupying seats promiscu- 
ously arranged in the auditorium. , , 

Alderman Pearson, of the first. ward, 
who has served Macon well as a legis- 
lator for eight or ten years consecutively, 
and who moved out of his ward to de- 
stroy a popular call for his reelection, 
sat upright .in his chair smiling at the 
prospect of retirement to civil Hfe once 
more. 

Mr. Hollingsworth, of the second, re- 
clined upon the back of his seat with 
tie same ease and grace which has 
marked. his occupancy of that chair for 
the past two terms, 

Mr. Mayer, whose financial ability 
placed him at the head of the finance 
committee, made a picture of content- 
ment to those who looked upon him as 
he meditated upon the change to 
come to him within a few minutes. 

A happy look was upon Mr. Hill’s face 
as he glaticed at Mr. Williams, his suc- 
cessor from the fourth. 

Not distinguishable from any person in 
the chamber were the four members 
elected with commissions in their pock- 
ets. There was’ nothing in their deport- 
ment indicative of the fact that they 
were on the anxious seat up to the time 
their names were called by the mayor 
to come forward and be sworn in. Im- 
mediately after the. mayor’s gavei 
dropped, Mr. Happ, of the third ward, 
without arising from his seat, remarked:

The measure [s diso without limitation 
as to the section of coufitry: in which 
ths: schools shall be located, but the 
expectation that it is the especial desire 
of the promoters of the undertaking to 
improve eduéational facilities of the 
south, including those for the improve- 
ment of colored youths. There is no in- 
tention of ovilding up an cducattonal in- 
etitution at any place. The headquarters 
and offices of the corporation will be lo- 
cated in Washington. No definite figures 
can be given by. any one:here as to the 
amount to be invested, but those who 
know anything of the plans believe the 
volume of money will be sufficient to 
meet all real needs of deserving institu- 
tions in the southern states. Mr. Roécke- 
feller has not promised any specific 
amount, but he has,let it be known that 
he will give liberally. The names of other 
wealthy men who will join nim in the 
enterprise have.not been made public. 
The incorporators named in the act are 
the following well-known educators: 
Daniel C. Gilman, George Foster Pea- 
body, Morris K. Jessup, Robert C. Ogden, 
William: H. Baldwin, Jr., Jabez L. M, 
Curry, Frederick T. Gates, Walter H.

LEVI MILLS WINS 
PECULIAR CASE 


Commission House Held 
Responsible for Yarn Or- 
dered for Gustomers. 


Washington, . 


Rutherfordton, N: C., December 10.—A 
most important deciston, the first of its 
kind on record, in which the Levi Cotton 
Mills, of this place, were against Catlin 
& Co., of New York city, has been decid- 
ed in favor of the cotton mills. .The New 
York Daily Trade Journal, in reference 
to the matter, has the following| 

‘“‘A decision that has” been rendered in 
the case of the Levi Cotton, Mills versus 
Catlin’ & Co, is, most important to all 
commission houses, “as we Onderstand it 
is the first case of its kind on record. 
The Levi Cottey yius, a.North Carolina 
corporation, manufacturing cotton yarns, 
received an order wn February 26, ‘ 
from Catlin & Co., for 50,000 pounds of 
which Catlin & Co. elaimed 
they had sold for their account as com- 
mission merchants; It appears that the 
price of the yarn fell off after Catlin & 
Co, took the order. from their customers, 
and they refused to ship the goods or to 
inform the Levi Cotton Mills as to who 
the customer was. The Levi Cotton Mills 
instituted suit through their attorney, 
Joseph Fried, against Catlin & Co., to re- 
cover the loss of profits by reason of 


and refusing to accept the deliverances. 
After a two days’ trial, Judge Wheeler, 
of the United States circuit court, direct- 
ed the jury to find a verdict in favor of 
the Levi Cotton Mills and against Catlin 
& Co., for over %,000, which represented 
the loss of profits sustained by the mills. 
The theory upon which ‘the action was 
brought was to charge Catlin & Co, as 
being the purchasers, they having re- 
fused to disclose to the mill the name 
of the customer to whom they had sold 
the yarn. The court held that Catlin & 
Co. became liable.”

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The Summer Sessions Bill. 

The bill to fix the annual meetings 
of the general assembly in June in- 
stead of October, as now, responds to 
a prevalent sentiment of expediency 
throughout the state. The newspapers 
and business men generally have rec- 
ommended the change and are wel- 
coming the possibility of it being ef- 
fected at the present session. 

The arguments in favor of the 
change have been again and again pre- 
sented by The Constitution and in- 
dorsed almost without dissent. They 
are so cogent and so urgent that they 
overbear any suggestions to the con- 
trary. Those who are chosen to rep- 
resent the people in the legislature 
have some reserved rights. Among 
them is the right to attend to their 
paramount personal interests, some of 
which they must sacrifice anyhow in 
order to serve the state at all. But 
when their farm, business and legal 
affairs are put in serious jeopardy be- 
cause the legislative session is set at 
the very busiest season of the year for 
busy men, the legislator cannot be con- 
demned for the necessary absences 
from his seat that are thus compelled. 
The June sessions bill avoids al- 
most every possible conflict now so 
pronounced. Then the crops are laid 
by, the picnic and fishfng seasons are 
in full play, the people are resting 
from the hard fabors of field and store 
and preparing for the busy times that 
come with September. In June, then, 
better than at any other time of the 
year, the general assembly can sit in 
comfort without worry, and to the 
best advantage to the people’s busi- 
ness in the legislature ind at home. 

The objection of the governor is 
purely personal and to his credit. He 
does not purpose to place himself in 
line with the slightest criticism that 
he indorses this bill because it ex- 
tends his term of office for a few 
months. But the people are willing to 
extend his term. Their confidence in 
him is so certain and their admiration 
for him so strong that they chose the 
oecasion of his administration to make 
this desirable change. It is not dis- 
creditable to him that he deprecates 
it, but it is honorable to him that the 
people are willing to give him the usu- 
fruct of that extension of term which 
is inevitable in affecting this change 
from winter to summer sessions. 

The bill should be passed, the gov- 
ernor’s veto notwithstanding. It 
meets conditions and will confer many 
and needed benefits upon the state. 


The New Hampshire Cons8titution. 

A constitutional convention is now 
in session in the state capital of New 
Hampshire for the purpose of revising 
the constitution of the state. The last 
convention for that purpose was held 
in 1889, so that in the progress of af- 
fairs within thirteen years it is found 
necessary again to revise and amend 
the state’s fundamental charter. This 
is rather a brief interval. In New 
York the constitution is required to be 
revised once every twenty years, but 
in most of the states constitutional 
conventions are only called when 
there is a strong majority demand 
from the people for such constitutional 
changes as cannot be made con- 
veniently by amendment. 

The main reason, however, for this 
present convention in New Hampshire 
is the necessity of changing the basis 
of representation in the general as- 
sembly of the state. In New Hamp- 
shire the lower house of the legisla- 
ture is formed after the method known 
as “popular representation.” Any town 
or ward of a city having 600 pcpula- 
tion is entitled to one representative 
&nd another for each 1,000 additional 


_ Population. Under this system thé 


representation in the senate. 


“Regulating” the Trusts. 

The trust-regulation bill of Con- 
gressman Littlefield, of Maine, seems 
to embody the administration idea, if 
it may be considered coherent, enough 
to be called an idea, of minimizing 
the dangers of the great corporation 
merger. The trusts might make the 
best of a bad situation by allowing 
some such measure to pass, for proba- 
bly the nominal government supervi- 
sion or publicity idea, while appeas- 
ing for the nonce public clamor, would 
stave off a genuine and honest anti- 
trust law until the return of the de- 
mocracy to power. At this critical 
juncture the republican party might 
aptly paraphrase the famous expres- 
sion of a French monarch who also 
piled outrageous burdens upon the 
backs of the people— 

“After us—the deluge!” 

The measure destined to acquire 
fame as the Littlefield bill is ostensi- 
bly drawn to conform with the sug- 
gestions of Attorney General Knox’s 
Pittsburg speech, proceeaing on the 
principle that all corporations or indi- 
viduals engaged in interstate com- 
merce come under the immediate ju- 
risdiction of congress and that con- 
gress may prescribe the rules and 
regulations under which such business 
may be transacted. 

The bill provides that every cor- 
poration, joint stock company, or sim- 
ilar organization engaged in interstate 
or foreign commerce, and every such 
corporation which shall hereafter be 
organized, shall file with the interstate 
commerce commission, on or before 
September 1 of each year, a return, 
stating its corpor:.te name, date of or- 
ganization, where and when organized, 
the statutes under’ which organized, 
and, if consolidated, the names of the 
constituent companies, and the same 
information regarding them. 

In addition, they are required to 
give the true amount of capital, the 
number of shares of stock issued. 
their pare value, the value of assets. 
and all other essential information 
relative .o the character and standing 
of the corporation. It will be incum- 
bent on them to disclose their earn- 
ings, dividends and salaries paid, and 
the officers making such returns must 
do so under oath. Companies failing 
to make such returns shall be restrain- 
ed from engaging in interstate com- 
merce. 

If this proposed Jaw does not, in re- 
ality, amount to much more than an 
officious and superficial surveillance. 
of the business affairs and workings 
of trusts, conducted with kid gloves by 
sinecured offcialism, it will exactly 
serve the purposes of the inner circle 
of republican trust reformers and 
prove quite as harmless to the trusts 
as has proved the anti-monopoly func- 
tion of tne interstate commerce com- 
mission. If the Littlefield bill would 
not have the effect of putting trusts, as 
such, out of business, and protecting 
the consumer from extortionate and 
{llogical prices. dictated. arbitrarily by 
monopolistic combinations, it is a 
specious paper regulator of corporate 
mergers, and not so specious, either. 
There is small reason to hope that this 
species of legislation will correct the 
evil crying for rectification, or even 
palliate it. : 

If the Littlefield bill, as-has been 
stated, is an administration measure, 
it can be depended on to make a 
strenuous grand stand play at this ses- 
sion; but if it ever goes’to the presi- 
dent for his signature as an act of con- 
gress, it is a safe wager that it will 
be emasculated by amendment until 
its own father does not know it—if 
it is not altogether inoffensive to the 
trusts in its original frm. 


The Double Issue for 1904. 

The main question that: the demo- 
crats of.the nation have to decide 
among themselves is whether the two 
wings of the party, in the phrase of 
the Randall days, are to “flop. togeth- 
er?” 

If not—if there can be found no 
ground of compromise and honorable, 
harmonious reunion between them— 
then the members of the party may as 
well discount their national defeat in 
1904 in advance. 

It has been made evident by the at- 
titudes and utterances of party lead- 
ers, recent as to date, that those who 
since 1896 have held with Mr. Bryan 
and those who have balked with Mr. 
Cleveland will neither of them consent 
to an “unconditional surrender” to the 
others. In the one case the Bryanites 
insist that conditions at the time jus- 
tified the nominations of Mr. Bryan 
and the declarations of the Chicago 
and Kansas City platforms. That he 
was defeated both times and that con- 
ditions have since changed so as to 
render some of the platform declara- 
tions of those days obsolete for pres 
ent uses they do not admit are suffi- 
cient reasons why they should, now 
eat “humble pie” and resign them- 
selves to the future leadership and pol- 
icies of those whose defections in 1896 
acd 1900 heiped efficiently to defeat 
the party. 

On the other hand the Clevelandites 
are of the opinion that since their ad- 
hesion to the gold standard idea help- 
ed the republicans to win the last two 
national battles, therefore they were 
right as to the money issue and per 
consequence ought to be exalted to the 
leadership of the party as infallible

Let these be the right and left arms 
of a united democracy and we believe 
they will be able to gather out of the 
contest of 1904 a signal and sustaina- 
ble victory.

If they did not actually 
grease his palm, they at least made 
him believe that Uncle Sam has rub-

Liquid Fuel in Navigation. 

From present indications, King Coal 
is to have a powerful rival in oil fuel 
for motive power uses. Considering 
the inconvenience and extortion suf- 
fered by reason of the late anthracite 
strike, and the fact that seemingly 
inexhaustible petroleum discoveries 
are being made in the United States, 
this is well. The pecuniary salvation 
of the consumer lies in competition. 

The success of oil fuel to drive the 
locomotives of a great western railway 
system has been dwelt upon in these 
columns. Of more recent demonstra- 
‘tion has been the utilization of the 
‘same fuel to. drive the ponderous ma- 
chinery of a battle ship on the high 
seas. The United States navy has for 
some time been making the experi- 
ment with promising results, and al- 
ready the Russians, the Italians and 


ing liquid fuel to use in their men-of- 
war. The British navy fs last to fall 
in line, its experiments having thus 
far been confined to torpedo craft. 
However, the admiralty has made 
preparations for trials on a much more 
extensive scale, and presently, when 
the channel squadron returns to home 
ports, two battle ships and one first- 
class cruiser will be adapted for the 
consumption of oil. | 

As a result of the experiments made 
in the destroyer Surly, the oil will be 
burned by spraying it on a bed o. coal. 
The plan is to force the liquid fuel 
from the tanks into the furnaces by a 
steam spray distributed over the hve 
coals, gufficient air being introduced 
to seeure combustion. Hitherto, says 
a British authority, the difficulty has 
been to obtain combustion without 
losing heat up the funnel. The smoke 
has also caused considerable trouble, 
and this is regarded as one of the 
unsolved problems of the experimental 
stage of oil fuel on ships-of-war. 
Speaking of the coming trials on the 
channel, The Pall Mall Gazette says:

Revise the Pension List. 
(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

With the great pension evil whica af- 
flicts the United States as an object 
lesson before us, it should be impossibie 
for a similar pension evil on a smalier 
scale to grow up in the state of Georgia, 
That the tendency has set strongly in 
that direction there is no daybt. Corrup- 
tion. is contagious. Jt is very easy to fall 
into the Washington custom of granting 
pensions for political purposes, instead of 
merely in order to relieve helpless veter- 
ans, which was the just aim in the first 
instance. When pensions bégin to be 
granted for polifical purposes, then the 
rogues begin to fatten, and the deserving 
veteran not yet provided for is likely to 
be pushed aside. 

The nationa] government can afford to 
be swindled, but the Georgia treasury 
cannot. Pensions must be granted in this 
state on the indigent basis only. Justice 
requires no more, and economy demands 
that the system be so restricted. Already 
there has been corruption. Pensions have 
been granted where there was no just 
claim, and the annual appropriation has 
reached a figure that calls for a revision 
of the pension list. The Savannah Press 
advocates a committee of five men to visit 
each county and strike from the rolis all 
pensioners Who are not actually in want. 
Some such action is desirable and will be 
necessary unless the rate of taxation is 
raised or the institutions of the state are 
allowed to suffer.

they recognize the wonderfu possibilities 
of this southern section of country. As 
a consequence there has been a marvcl- 
ous flow of capital into the south within 
the last five years. The bullding up of 
ite industries is @ source of great gratifi- 
cation to eyery patriotic citizen. It is 
idle to say that every picce of property 
should not bear its proportional burden 
of taxation, but 1t well becomes a con- 
servative legislature fo see that the bur- 
der, is equally distributed, and in addition 
to this to carefully reflect how the legis- 
lation. will effect the inflow of capitai. 
In the immediate section of the state in 
which Columbus ip located there has 
been wonderful growth along industrial 
lines, and at Columbus especially the in- 
crease in taxable values has amounted 
to the enormous sum of $3,000,000 in two 
years. Very nearly all of this has come 
from investments of corporations having 
public utility privileges which would be 
reached by this proposed legislation, and 
a@ general law upon this subject without 
defining how fer these industrfal corpora- 
tions is effected would have a tendency to 
check their growth, retard. their future 
plans, and really in the end take away 
the prospect of increased taxable value 
on property. For example, the Columbus 
Power Company has recently invested 
one-fourth of a milion dollars in a dam on 
the Chaatahoochee river for the déovelop- 
ment of horse-power by electricity. Two 
vr three mills have aiready been erected 
and derive their power from this source. 
The company owns land on both sides of 
the river, and if there is adverse legisia- 
tion to the interests of these corporations 
on the Georgia side, they can readily 
avail themselves of their extensive land- 
ed property on the Alabama side and build 
up thei# plants there, thereby adding to 
the taxable’ value of a sister state. It 
is a@ fact that instead of discouraging the 
inflow of capital in the state of Alabama 
that state enacts laws inviting its in- 
vestment, and at Columbus there has 
recently been a large cotton mill of sev- 
eral thousand spindles erected on the 
Alabama’ side of the river for the express 
purpose of having the tax exemption for 
a period of years as provided by the 
Alabama law. While it may not be prop- 
er to advecate any such idea as tax ex- 
emption in Georgia, it would be well tc 
consider the propriety of rushing into 
hasty legislation of taxation gn corpora- 
tions in placing a tax upon what is known 
siates which have enacted a franchise tax 
law have dofie so efter the most deltberate 
consideration, and after many months 
and years of delfberation as to the best 
form and method of imposing this tax. 
Thus far only the oldest and best setticd 
states in the union have dared to place 
this check upon commercial industries.

It seems absurd that these figures should 
be Submitted to tax officers as conclu- 
sive on the amount of such property in 
the etate of Georgia. Attention is called 
in his report to reference to the Ala- 
bama law providing for ascertaining what 
is known ds “escaped taxes.’ These are 
reached by a commission—there being: a 
general tax commissioner and a subcom- 
missioner for each county in the state, 
It differs from our law recentiy -ap- 
pealed providing for tax assessors in that 
there is not the obnoxious feature of 
the assessor taking a man’s property 
and putting a value on it. In Alabama 
a man or a corporation has the right to 
make the return according to one’s own 
conscience, but after that return § made 
the ‘tax commissioner views it and if he 
suspects or has reason to believe that 
it is not ag it should be he turns the 
matter over to the county commissioners 
of each county, as the case may be, and 
those officers cite the property owner 
to*show cause why his return should 
not be raised. The tax commissioner is 
not paid a salary, but is allowed a com- | 
mission on all escaped property which 
he finds. This method has since. 1897 
added several million dollars to the tax- 
able values of our sister state of Ala- 
bama. It may be incidenta}ly remarked 
that this state seems to be rapidly out- 
reaching Georgia in industrial develop- 
ment, and we would do well to take her 
for an example in some of the bene- 
ficial laws which add to the material | 
prosperity of the state. Our sister states 
of North and South Carolina, in the mat- 
ter of textile manufacturing, have moved 
ahead of Georgia within the last few 
years, and this in a large measure is due 
to the absence of unfriendiy legislation 
in the matter of inflow of capital. Now, 
if we intend to enact a franchise tax, let 
it be with deliberation and after a ma-* 
turely considered: plan of taxation 80 
that full justice may be done to all 
parties concerned, ana the outside world 
may not be put on notice that Georgia, 
with hatchet in hand, is, as a general 
proposition, after everybody who pro- 
poses to come and invest money in the 
state. Let the burden be equally dis- 
tributed so that all parties, individual 
and corporations, may be fairly and hon- 
estly dealt with. In other words, let us 
be guided by: the motto which has 80 
long characterized the policy of this 
atate—‘‘wisdom, justice and moderation.” 
Senators, our section is deeply interested 
in this matter. As we are now considering 
thig subject engineers are engaged in 
making surveys and estimates for the 
construction of a series of dams on the 
river above Columbus looking to the fur- 
ther development of electric power from 
the wonderful water power now running 
to waste. It means thousands and possi- 
bly millions of dollars of eastern capital 
and consequent increase in taxable values. 
If you are to legislate on taxing cor- 
porate franchises, tell these people what 
limit is to be put on this tax and what 
method you are to follow. No bill now 
pending or proposed amendment does 
this.

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Tied To Break the Strike by 
‘Spending Money, 


Witness Tells the Arbitrators That 
He Was Offered Large Sum To 
Desert the Strikers—Oom- 


Ee eee 


Scranton, Pa., December 10.—An at- 
tempt to break the miners’ strike by 
bribery was told the strike commission 
today by John Eerly, a check weighman 
employed at the Gypsy Grove colliery 
of the Erie company, who was the pres- 
idetit of the Gypsy Grove local union, He 
said he was introduced to a former mine 
foreman named Michael Grimes in, the’ 
Lackawanna Valley hotel in Scranton. 
Early and another miner named O'Hara, 
also the president of a local union, were 
each offered $2,500 to get ten men to pass 
a resolution sending the men from the 
two locals back to work. 

Simon P. Wolverton presented part of 
the statement of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company, show- 
ing the average wages paid to contract 
miners and inside and outside laborers. 
A further statement will be made later. 
The statement is not yet officially on 
file, but was presented so that the com- 
mission could determine whether the 
figures prepared are in the shape they 
wish them. 

Not Given His Place. 

The first witness was Alexander Mc- 
Vicar, a Delaware and Hudson miner, 
who told the same story that others have 
told to the effect that he was not given 
back his old place, but was placed at 
work in a more undestrable part of the 
colliery. On cross-examination he de- 
nied that the miners boycotted certain 
breasts or chambers by marking a half 
moon on the place, thus notifying other 
workers of the boycott. The miners, 
through Mr. Darrow, announced at this 
point that they are prepared to pile up 
cumulative evidence on their claim that 
union men are being discriminated 
against, but they did not wish to take up 
the time of the commission. 

Mr. Darrow asked, in case the compa- 
nies, when they present their side of the 
controversies, piled up. cumulative. evi- 
dence on this point, it the union could 
have other witnesses on the same line of 
evidence. ! 

Mr. Torrey, for the Delaware and Hud- 
son, said that company had a large num- 
ber of witnesses to testify on the vio- 
lence phase of the case, which has a 
direct bearing on the recognition of the 
union, Chairman Gray said he hoped 
both sides would 46 the best they can 
not to produce too much cumulative evi- 
dence, and concluded by saying: 

“Tt think that matters growing out of 
the mere exhibition of feeling will not 
have much weight with this commission.” 

G. W. Phillips, eity superintendent of 
the public schools of Scranton, was.next 
called. He showed that children of mine 
workers leave the schools earlier than 
the children of parents engaged in other 
occupations. He coneluded his testimony

Tells a Bribery Story. 

After Superintendent Taylor and Super- 
intendent of Schools Cummings, of the 
borough of Olyphant, had told the com- 
mission that 27 1-3 per cent of the: chil- 
dren in the mining region were out of 
school, a sensation was caused by the 
appearance of John Early, a check weigh- 
man at the Gypsy Grove colliery. 

Mr. Early’s story was as follows: 

He met Grimes in the hotel through 
another person. In the course of the con- 
versation Grimes asked him how he 
stood in politics. Early replied that he 
had not made up his mind, and Grimes 
said that, being president of a local 
union, he had a good deal of influence 
among his friends In Dunmore and that 
if he worked for William Connell for con- 
gress he would.give him $1,000.

He 
further added that Early need not apply 
for work for thre2 months, and that he 
then would be given a foreman’s posi-

Detroit, Mich., December 10.—“We are 
here for mutual profit; to get thoroughly 
aroused over this question of reciprocity, 
so*that we can go home and do som¢é 
effective work to bring about the recipro- 
eal relations that we want,” said N. C. 
Staver, of Chicago, as he took charge of 
the national reciprocity convention in the 
Hotel Cardillac today after it had been 
called to order. There wege present neer- 
ly one hundred delegates from the north- 
érn tier of states and several from Can- 
ada. F..D. Smith, of Detroit, president 
of the Detroit chamber of commerce, 
called the convention to order. 

Mayor Maybury then welcomed the 
delegates to the city. 

N. C. Staver, of Chicago, chairman of 
the board of directors of the National 
Reciprocity League, was then introduced 
as the presiding officer of the different 
sessions. 

“We are here,” he said, ‘for the pur- 
pose of broadening the knowledge of the 
people on the subject of reciprocity. I 
have no doubt that the manufacturers 
and merchants of this country, with the 
exception of a very few, believe in reci- 
procity. And I also have no donbt that 
when the farming community and the 
public generally get a furtifer knowledge 
of reciprocity they, too, will be almost 
unanimously in favor of it.’ 

Chairman Staver then appointed the 
following committee on resolutions: 
Judge Nathaniel French, Davenport, 
Iowa; E. N. Foss, Boston; C. H. Deere, 
Moline, Ilis.; Eugene Hay, Minneapolis;

Clarkson Te'ls Roosevelt To 
Bar Lily Whites, 


Every Appointment in the Future To 
Be Loaded with the Color Ques- 
tion—Clarkson Will Round 
Up Negro Delegates 

in 1904.

Washington, December 10.—(Special.)— 
Genera] John 8. Clarkson, surveyor of the 
port of New York, whose tag is to be 
upon each of the administration’s south- 
ern delegates at the next republican na- 
tional convention, had a long talk with 
the president today over southern polit- 
ical matters, Clarkson is presumed to 
have a lot of experience in this game of 
rounding up southern delegates and he 
holds his present position because of the 
belief of administration politicians that 
he can bring the southern states all into 
line in 1904. 

He is here to insist upon the greater 
recognition of the negro, who, he aserts, 
must be held in line for Roosevelt 
through the distribution of patronage in 
his direction. Clarkson wants Crum cared 
for and says the negroes deserve the of- 
fiices in the south. The president is 
greatly troubled over the southern situa- 
tion. In his speech last night at the Har- 
lan banquet he grew amlost maudling in 
his protestations of love for southerners, 
but this is regarded by southern lily 
white politicians as an effort to smooth 
the way for the appointment of more ne- 
gro office holders. Another plaint on the 
‘lily white’? question was given out at 
the white house today. Every appoint- 
ment in the future is liable, it is com- 
plained, to be loaded with the question of 
‘lily whitism.,”’ 

It igs asserted that the negroes in the 

south are watching every development 
with a view of taking vengeance on any 
many who has stood for the exclusion of 
the negro from activity in the republican 
politics in the southern states. The 
North Carolina and South Carolina trou- 
bles have been followed by similar clashes 
between the lily white and the negro fac- 
tions. 
The negroes are now making a red hot 
fight on George Green, marshal of the 
northern district of that state, on the 
ground that he is alleged to have favored 
the elimination of the negro from political 
affairs. The fight is so hot.from several 
directions that Green will probably be de- 
feated. B-Representative Hawley, Na- 
tional committeeman of Texas, and E. H. 
R. Green, the two most influential figures 
in Texas politics, have recommended C. 
K. McDowell for marshal of ‘this district. 
Green is not without hearty and strong 
support, and is making an effort to re- 
tain his position.

Says Editorial Cannot Be Too Strong- 
ly Condemned—Atkinson and 
Brandon Hold Same View. 
Editorial Was Printed 

Tuesday.

Senator Paul Turner, of the twenty- 
fourth district, took exception yesterday 
to an editorial in The Atlanta Journal 
of Tuesday, making charges of lobbying 
under the caption, “Let’s adjourn the 
third house,’’ and rose to a question of 
personal privilege just before the senate 
adjourned for the purpose of replying to 
certain statements it contained. 

In replying to the editorial Senator 
Turner declared it was inconsistent in 
its charges in tnat three officials and 
stockholders of The Journal had been 
in attendance on the senate for the pur- 
pose of defeating certain proposed legis- 
lation, 

When asked after the senate adjourned 
to whom he referred, Senator Turner 
said he spoke of Morris Brandon, presi- 
dent of Tne Journal Publishing Com- 
pany; H. M. Atkinson and P. 8. Ark- 
wright, who, he understood, were stock- 
holders and directors of that paper. They 
had been around the legislature frequent- 
ly. in and. out of committees, in and 
around the lobby for days, he said. He 
did not criticize them for it, for tney 
were simply watching their own interests, 
as they had a perfect right to do. 

They opposed franchise taxation, and 
they had a right to advocate taeir con- 
tention, which they ha& industriously 
done. He thought it strange, however, 
that a paper saould take editorial position 
one way and have its directors and stock- 
holders act in another way. 


The Editorial Head. 

Just as the senate completed considera- 
tion of the generdl appropriations Dill 
Senator Turner addressed the chair and 
asked to have read the editorial in Tues- 
day’s Journal, headed ‘‘Let’s adjourn tae 
third house.’’ 

The editorial was read /by the clerk. It 
contained charges that representatives of 
certain corporate interests, employed for 
the purpose, 
legisiative halls for the purpose of de- 
feating by any effective means legislation 
which proposed to tax such interests. It 
was charged that these representatives 
went further than legitimate argument in 
seeking to attain their ends; and spoke 
of wine suppers and other forms of en- 
tertainment that were employed. 

In effect the editorial charged that 
lobbyists were getting in their work in 
various ways around the senate chamber 
and /that the “third house,” or ‘“‘lobby- 
sts as these representatives were desig- 
nated, ought to be adjourned, 

The reading of the editorial was listen- 
ed to closely and Senator Turner’s re- 
marks were eagerly awaited. 


What Senator Turner Said. 

“T desire to address myself to that ed- 
itorial,’"’ Senator Turner said. 

Senator Turner then made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Mr. President: I desire at this time 
to address myself to the senate of Geor- 
gia with regard to the editorial published 
in yesterdsy’s Journal. Now, Mr. Presi- 
dent, I submit that there are perhaps 
some good reasons for this editorial. But 
[I say, sir, that the statements that the 


lobbyists sit up with the legislature and | 


in and out of the capitol are ever present 
and endeavoring to influence the votes 
of the members of the general assembly 
is a misstatement of the fact. 

“I know of no lobbyist who has ever 
approached me or any member of the 
senate of Georgia to influence his vote 
on any pending measure. Now, Mr. Pres- 
ident, I submit, sir, that on the pending 
franchise measure and occupation tax 
we had before us a number of distin- 
guished lawyers, whom we had through 
our chairman invited to be present and 


“pe heard. 


“Now, Mr. President, as a member of 
the finance committee, which has had 


— 


ognition by the chair. Mr. George was 
ocak aa be heard. He moved that the bill 
be immediately transmitted to the senate. 
Mr. Warren said that at the proper time 
fe would move a reconsideration of the 
action taken. He was ruled out of or-

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, 
who was in the chair at the time, ruled 
that the motion would be in order this 
morning, and not before. 

Mr. Franklin Appealed. 

Mr. Franklin then appealed from the 
decision of tne chair, and addressed the 
house on the subject. Mr. George, of Mor- 
gan, joined with Mr. Franklin in the ap- 
peal. He asserted that Mr. Felder was 
usually absolutely right on all parlia- 
mentary questions, but he was wrong in 
this particular instance. 

“T know it is an error of the head and 
not the heart.” ‘ne said. “It is perfectly 

and in order that a motion to re- 
consider be heard at this time.’’ 

Mr, Wilson, of Clay, declared that it 
was certainly clear to every members of 
the house that the speaker’s ruling was 
proper. The chair asked Mr. Franklin if

+ Mr. Bell Explains. 

While the order was being executed the 
chair declined to entertain any motions, 
and Mr. Bel], of Emanuel, arose to a 
question of persona! privileges, saying: 

“I have no credentiais on my person to 
show that I am a member of the iegisla- 
ture and the doorkeepers have persistent- 
ly refused to allow me to enter the hall.’’ 

This caused a general laugh and then 
some one moved th&t the gentleman from 
Emanuel be invited to a seat on the floor. 
The speaker declared he would entertain 
no motion until the hall was cleared of 
all persons not entitled to the privileges 
of the house. : 

During the session a number of senate 
bills up for a third reading were acted 
upon, some being passed, others being ta- 
bled and one being killed outright by be- 
ing indefinitely postponed. 


Working Quorum Present. 

A call of the roll showed barely a 
quorum of members present, and Speaker 
Morris said he hoped that, under the cir- 
cumstances, no members leave the hall 
urtil the business of the evening could 
be acted upon. 

“We have some very important meas- 
ures up for consideration,” he stated, 
“ahd had the roll call developed the fact 
there was not a quorum, I should have 
ordered the doorkeepers and sergeant at 
arms to go out, find absent members and 
bring thém into the house. We cannot 
afford to slight the work before us for 
action.”’ 

Discussion was had over the bill by 
Senator Comas, of the thirty-eighth dis- 
trict, to provide for the trial, without 
indictment. of a grand jury, of persons 
charged with the offense of using pro- 
fane language in the presence of a fe- 
male. The opposition declared that the 
bill opened wide the doorg of the jus- 
tice courts to countless criminal triais. 

On motion of Mr. Hixon, of Sumter, the 
measure was tabled. 

The bill by Senator Tisinger, of the 
twenty-fifth, to prohibit any company oF 
corporation to declare a dividend if the 
distribution of such would increase its 
debts, was passed. Another Dill passed 
was that by Senator Van Buren, to allow 
the geologica] survey to fix the salaries 
of the assistants in the state geological 
department, upon the recommendation of 
the state geologist. ‘ 

The bill by Senator Lee to authorize 
the governor to appoint an agent to look 
after the state’s property in Tennessee, 
was passed, while the measure by Sena- 
tor McMichael, to amend article 8, sec- 
tion 4, paragraph 1, of the constitution, 
was tabled, there not being a sufficient 
number of members in tae nouse to pass 
a constitutional amendment bill. 

Mr. Hall. of Bibb, declared the bill by 
Senator Perry to amend the schooi laws 
of the’ state . unconstitutional. Several 
other members agreed with Mr. Hall and 
the bill was killed by being indefinitely 
postponed.

Senator Turner’s remarks were warmly 
applauded by the senate. 


What They Said of It. 

The gentlemen referred to by Senator 
Turner were asked yesterday by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution if they 
cared to say anything with regard to the 
matter. : 

“Yes, I am a director of The Atlanta 
Journal company, and I am ashamed of 
it. I have been before the senate com- 
mittee, and I am not ashamed of that,” 
said President P. 8. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
when asked about Senator Turner’s state- 
ment. ‘“‘“Measures were pending before 
the senate which vitally affected interests 
in my charge. I was accorded the cour- 
tesy of a hearing before the senate com- 
mittee and I gladly availed myself of it. 
I had a perfect right to do this and I 
intend to go again whenever the occasion 
demands it and I am given an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. Other gentlemen were 
heard, too. They had the same right to 


associated with them. Senator Turner 
was right in making the statement he 
aid, and I am-giad of it.

Insists on Use of Public Property 
Fund To Pay Interest—South 
Georgia College Gets $2,500. 
Soldiers’ Homes Goes 
Back to $15,000. 


The senate waded right through the 
general appropriations bill in short order 
yesterday. Few of the items in the bill 
created any considerable discussion, 
though now end then there was brief de- 
bate. The bi was pass2i at the morning 
session by a vote of 31 to 6 

The senate lost no time in amending 
the bill so as to make it applicable to 196 
and 1904, in accordance with established 
precedent, instead of confining it to only 
one year, as was done by the house. This 
change will give more time next session 
for the cohsideration of other impoftant 
general matters. : 

The most radical change made in the 
bill was fo increase the appropriation to 
ths state sanitarium from $310;000 to $340,- 
000, which is $50,000 in excess of what 
was appropriated last year. The soldiers’ 
home appropriation was put back at $15,- 
000, :t having been reduced by the house 
to $12,500. An amendment was added giv- 
ing the South Georgia College at Thorhas- 
ville $2,500, this being the first time in 
years that this institution has been in- 
cluded in the Dill. : 

The only other radical change made in 
the bill was an amendment authorizing 
the use of the remaining $122,000 of the 
public property fund to, pay interest on 
the bonded debt, which feature was 
stricken in che house. 

The appropriations for pensions amount- 
ing to $870, were passed without dissent. 

The amendment making the bill cover 
two years was the first one adopted, and 
the same amendment was made to each 
Section of the bill without discussion or 
opposition. 

The senate provided that the salary of 
the superintendent of the state sani- 
tarium, $2,500, shall be paid directly out 
of the treasury instead of out of the ap- 
propriation for the maintenance of that 
inatitution. Bethan ' 


“ " Pages and Doorkeepers. 

The senate is determined to have 
enough pages and doorkeepers, and an 
amendment was tacked on giving the 
senate five ingtead of three pages as pro- 
vided by the house, while the number of 
house pages which had been fixed at six, 
was unchanged/ The senate also gave it- 
self two more assistant doorkeepers. 

The number of porters, however, was 
reduced from five to three for the senate, 
and from eight to five for the house. 

The senate adopted an amendment of 
section 3, by Senator Howell, of the 
‘thirty-fifth, appropriating $400 to pay the 
special depot committee appointed at 
the last legislature, their actual expenses. 
The members of the committee appointed 
to look into the matter of building a 
hew depot on the state’s property, and 
the stenographer of the committee will 
receive $4 per day for the time they 
served. 

An effort to cut the appropriation for 
the Georgia school for the deaf from §2i,- 
500 to $25,000 was voted down. \ 


Sanitarium’s Big Increase. 

The senate voted the state sanitarium 
$340,000, the amount originally asked for 
by the trustees before the house com- 
mitee, in addition to which it provided, 
as stated, that the salary of the superin- 
tendent and other expenses should not 
come out of this fund. This is tanta- 
mount to an appropriation of $345,000 to 
the asylum. : 

This appropriation was increased from 
$310,000, the amount voted by the house 
ahd recommended by the senate commit- 
tee, and the amendment in the senate 
was offered by Senator Hopkins, of the 
seventh, who declared this was the most 
important and worthiest charity main- 
tained by the state. 

Other senators wanted to make a 
smaller increase, but Senator Hopkins’ 
amendment carried the largest amount 
and,’ being put first; was adopted by a 
vote of 22 to 16. : 

The appropriation given by the senate 
is $60,000 in excess of the amount given 
the sanitarium last year, which was $290,- 
000. . 
The appropriations to the state unli- 
versity, ‘Technological school, Georgia 
Normal] and Industrial college, state nor- 
mal school, negro school at Savannah, 
academy for the blind and other state in- 
stitutions were left .just as they stood 
in the house bill, and as approved by the 
senate committee. 


The Soldiers’ Home.: 

The senate, by a vote of 21 to 18,. put 
back the appropriation to the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home to $15,000. Tha house 
gave the home $12,500, a cut of $2,500 from 
the amount given last year. The senate 
committee made a still further cut, giy- 
ing: the home only $10,000. . 

Senator Sneed, of the twenty-ninth, of- 
fered the amendment increasing” the 
amount to $15,000, and made an eloquent 
appeal for the old soldiers.

This amend- 
ment wag inserted by the committee’ and 
was about to be voted down when Sen- 
ator Hopkins, of the seventh, secured 
the floor. He called attention to the fact 
that this school is a branch of the State 
university and had been given nothing 
by the state in years, though the state 
Owns the property. His appeal for the 
poor boys of that section of the state 
was effective, and the amount was in- 
serted by a vote of 17 to 11. 

The $800,000 appropriation to common 
schools was adopted without debate. 


To Use Property Fund. 

The senate adopted without debate and 
with only one adverse vote the committee 
amendment to section 6, providing that 
the remainder of the public property 
fund, about $122,000, shall be used toward 
the payment of the interest on the bond- 
ed debt. This feature was stricken out 
by the house, where it caused a warm 
debate. The conference committee will 
undoubtedly have a hard struggle over 
the item. 

Section 5, relating to the sinking fund 

and interest on the bonded debt, was then 
adopted as amended. 
' An amendment to section 6, by Senator 
Howell, of the thirty-fifth, providing for 
the publication by tae state of Georgia's 
revolutionary, colonial and confederate 
records, was adopted without a dissenting 
vote. Senator Howell explained that 
there was not one cent of expense to the 
state involved in this amendment. since 
the cost of the publication of these rec- 
ords would be paid entirely from tae 
proceeds of their sale. There had been a 
great demand for these records, Senator 
Howell said. and there was no dissenting 
vote when the amendment was adopted. 

By a vote of 22 to 15 the senate rein- 
serted in the bill the appropriation of 
$800 for a stenographer, porter and con- 
tingent expenses of the railroad commis- 
sion. Tne house reduced the amount from 
$800 to $200, and the senate committee 
made no change. It was urged that the 
loss of the appropriation would greatly 
cripple the commission in its work, and 
the senate gave the $800. 

Military Appropriation. 

The senate adopted the $18,000 appro- 
priation for the military forces of the 
State for eacan of the two years 190 and 
1904, and provided that only $500 of the 
amount should go toward paying the 
Salary of the adjutant general. This 
amount is $2,000 less than was given by 
the house, but. it was stated to the com- 
mittee that there. would be no furtaer 
necessity of paying the salary of $1,500 to 
an assistant adjutant general. 

The caption of the bill was so amended 
as to make it applicable for two years, 
and then the report of the committee was 
adopted as amended.

About fifty progressive Georgians met 
at the state capitol yesterday morning, 
and during a most enthusiastic meeting 
organized the Bilk Culture League of 
America, and adopted measures looking 
to the promotion of this most profitable 
industry in the state. 

The meeting was held in the office of 
Robert F. Wright, assistant commission- 
er of agriculture. Upon motion of Com- 
missioner Wright, Louis B. Magid, of 
Tajlulah Falls, Ga., was elected presi- 
dent of the league and D. Ludwig, of 
Hapeville, Ga., was elected secretary. 

The following resolution adopted at the 
meeting outlined the plan upon which 
the league would work:

Mr. eudwig showed some cocoons of 
different varieties and excellent quality 
raised in Hapeville, Ga., during this sum- 
mer. 

Mr. Randolph outlined the mode of 
working to be adopted by the league and 
proposed to elect G. B. Hunnioutt, of At- 
lanta, as treasurer of the league, which 
proposition was unanimously. accepted. 

Mr. Randolph also called the attention 
of the assembly fo the great work al- 
ready done by Mr. Magid in Tallulah 
Falls, Ga., where this gentleman has 
bought several thousand acres of land 
which are now rapidly being cleared and 
planted in mulberry trees, and he ex- 
pressed the hope that all members pres- 
ent would give their assistance to Mr. 
Magid’s unselfish work to encourage silk 
culture throughout the _ state and in 
other sections of this country. 

A large number of letters were read 
frofm prominent people of all parts of the 
state, especially one from Hon. James 
Wilson, secretary of agriculture of the

Streams of water were 
kept on the smoking heaps of bricks and 
ashes all of Tuesday night and will be 
continued until the debris is thorough!

Since the fire was rung out Tuesday 
afternoon, Chief Joyner has kept a detail 
of eight men on duty at the scene, re- 
lieving each squad every four hours.

IN HIGH LIFE 


Troubles of Sir Charles and 
Lady Hartopp Are Aired 
in Court. 


Special Corresponience. 

London, December 8.—Though nearly all 
the circumstances of the divorce action 
of Sir Charles Hartopp, baronet, against 
his wife. Lady Millicent, for ‘“‘miscon- 
duct” with the earl of Cowley are suf- 
ficiently out of the ordinary to make it a 
remarkable one, the affair is, perhaps, 
most interesting on account of the con- 
nection of the principals therein with 
the family whose name is  ass0o- 
clated with one of the greatest sefisations 
that ever leaked out fh this country, It 
is significant, too, by reason of the light 
it throws on the doings of a certain sec- 
tion of English “high society” of today. 

Lady Hartopp, tae young and beautiful 
wife. who, it is alleged, was rather more 
than friendly with Sir John Willoughby, 
and afterwards on still better terms with 
the third ear! of Cowley, is the daughter 
of Charles Wilson, member of rarliament 
and one of the owners of the great W'l- 
son line of steamers. It was at the house 
of Charles’ brother. Arthur Wllson, that 
the famous “baccarat scandal,’ in which 
the then prince of Wales, and ‘Lady 
Brooke,” now countess of Warwick, were 
mixed up, took place. Enid Wilson, who 
became countess of Cnaesterfield last 
year, is Lady Hartopp’s sister. 

Sir Charles Hartopp tells a moving 
tale of his young wife’s behavior, but the 
baronet himself is not to be commisefated 
as altogether a paragon of virtue. The 
evidence in his Givorce case has brought 
out the fact that early in ‘ais married 
life he was obliged to go to his father in 
law, Charlies H. Wilson, for $6,000 with 
which to satisfy the demands of a former 
mistress. As for the noble earl who is 
ecorespondent in tae Hartopp case, he was 
divorced from his wife several years ago. 

The life led by Sir Charles Hartopp 
and Lady Millicent before clouds began to 
gather on their horizon was not entirely 
a demestic one. Both husband and wife 
bet heavily on horse races,,both in Eng- 
land and France, and gambled wita 
cards. At a party at Deauville, in France, 
Lady Hartopp won nearly $10,000 at bacea- 
rat. Sae lost almost as much at other 
times, however, and a big bunch of 
checks shown in court were desceriged by 
Sir Charles as those with which their 
joint losses at cards and race. tracks 
were paid. ; 

The trouble between Lady Millicent and 
“Tops,’’ or “Bundle,” as she alternately 


'.ealled the baronet, began when her lady- 


ship encouraged the attentions of Sir 
John Willoughby, baronet, formerly 
major of the Royal Horse Guards. The 
Hartopps and Sir John lived in- the same 
hotel, and Lady Millicent was most anxi- 
ous to share their sitting room wita the 
baronet, but her husband objected. He 
ordered her to drop Sir John and she re- 
fused. She declined, also, to give back a 
magnificent pear] necklace which her ad- 
mirer ‘Aad presented to her, and_this an- 


gered her husband still more. There were ' 


stormy scenes between them, in the 
course of which Lady Hartopp says her 
husband struck her. Sir Charles says tae 
most he ever did was to hold her by the 
wrists when she was in a passion. One 
night, However, after they had quarreled 
with especial bitterness on the subject of 
Sir John, the baronet flounced off to Aine 
alone at his club and did not come back. 

Then began the remarkable correspond- 
ence between the separated pair, frag- 
ments of which made such a sensation 
when read in court. Sir Charles insisted 
that his wife follow his instructions in 
selecting her acquaintances. Lady Har- 
topp declined to do this in létters, of 
waich the following is a specimen: 
“Dear Tops: If I come back to you in 
future I will not be bullied about my 
life, and I shall see my friends in my 
house, though as to Sir John Willoughby. 
after your extraordinary behavior, I 
doubt if he will ever set foot in your 
house again. At the same time I will 
promise not to make people talk, but 
you must trust me. But if you strike me 
again I shall leave you forever.” 

Despite the efforts of many folk who 
are prominent in English society, among 
them the Wilsons, the Chesterfields and 
her grace the duchess of Devonshire, tae 
Hartopps could not be reconciled. Lady 
Millicent now took “Gadsby cottage,” a 
small place near Leicester, and it was 
soon after she did so that.Lord Cowley 
appeared on the scene.

TO REORGANIZE 
POSTAL SERVICE 


Mounted Carriers Will Be 


Dismounted--T wo Carriers 
and One Collector Added. 


A reorganization of the Atlanta post- 
office service has been arranged and will 
be put into effect by Postmaster E. F. 
Blodgett on December 16, next Tuesday. 

On that date all of the mounted car- 
riers will be dismounted and two addi- 
tional carriers, and an additional col- 
lector will be added to the force. All of 
the mail territory has been redistricted and 
the routes rearrangedd, in order that the 
reorganization cam be carried into effect 
successfully. 

Hereafter ali mati will be deliveréd at 
the door of residents and they will not 
be compelled to go out to the gate to 
get their mai] as is the custom under thé 
present system of mounted carriers. The 
two. additional carriers were allowed by 
the postoffice department so that the ter- 


ritory could bé divided, and the schedule. 


of delivery not delayed or inteMered with 
by the dismounting of the carriers. The 
postofficé regulations: require ‘that, in 
cases where demanded, mail mtst be de- 
livered at the boors:’y mounted carriers, 
but unless such @eniand was made, thé 
people on ‘Mounted routes have beén go- 
ing out to the street to receive mail. 

The néw collectorwill do duty in the 


‘business district and will serve to render 


collections more frequent. There are now 
fifteen collections made daily in the busi- 
ness district between. the hours of 5 
o’clock in the morning and 11 o’clock at 
night. Postmaster Blodgett stated yester- 
day afternoon that mail in that section is 
becoming so heavy that an increase in the 
force of collectors was considered abso- 
lutely necessary. The new collector will 
work at intervals from 5 o'clock in the 
morning until 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
and will relieve the pressure of business 
with which the remaining collectors now 
have to contend. 

In addition to the: collections made by 
carriers in districts, in which mail is now 
delivered two, three and four times daily, 
collections are made in this territory by 
collectors at night,’ covering all boxes 
within the city limits. The collectors 
leave the postoffice at 5:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon and return after midpight. 
Their territory is outside of the business 
district, or the section where as many as 
five deliveries are made daily. 

Postmaster Blodgett states that within 
a short time cards will be placed in all 
street letter boxes, showing the time col- 
lections are made from each. 

This reorganization » is --regarded as 
another long stride in the improvement of 
the service, and Colofiel Blodgett feels 
assured that it will prove a great con- 
venience to the public. Since assuming 
the duties of postmaster, he has inaugu- 
rated several new features for the bet- 
terment of the service and thé accommo- 
dation of the public, and they are 
recognized as substantial improvements.
